law, which expires Ju n e 3d. 
The ex­ 


isting law provides 3 per cent quotas 


based on the 1910 census. 
The John­ 


son bill provides for overseas exam­ 
ination

probably 
bar 
Japanese 
from the United Stated. In the course 
of debate sovoral members urged ex­ 
clusion of Japanese. 
No one attacked 
this feature of the bill. 
Chairman Johnson of the immigra­ 
tion committee declared that it is the 
intention of the bill to ««tablish a bor­ 
der patrol, with auth* rity to enforce 
immigration, customs, health, liquor, 
narcotic ar.d all other laws. W ith this 
out of the way. Johnson 
said, the

and Canada, boll: of which countries 
are anxious that we should act. John­ 
son declared the bill “ preserve« all 
( f t'he treaties of the United States, 
including Uiat with Jap an ,” and “ that 
country’s face is not saved, as she is 
not given a quota, and in my opinion, 
to give Japan a quota would result in 
a great deal more trouble than will 
the mere abrogation of the ‘gentle­ 
men’s 
agreement,’ 
which 
becomes 
quite necc1' ary if this bill becomes a 
law .”

Change s in Tax Bill. 


Changes were made by the senate 
fuance committee, which is revising 
the house revenue bill, in the taxes 
on radio sets, jew elry and estates. 
The 10 per cent r;. :o tax was made 
applicable to all s?ts and part« with­ 
out exemption after 
the committee 
had voted to increase from $15 to $50 
the minimum price of a set on which 
the tax would be levied. This and the 
10 per cent tax on Mali Jong sets 
costing more than $5 are the only 
new taxes carried by the bill. 
The 
taxes are levied on the manufacturer. 
The radio tax. Chairman Smoot de­ 
clared would not result in an increase 
in the price of the sots and parts to 
consumers. 
,Tu«t which parts will be 
taxed, however, will be left to the 
jurisdiction of the internal revenue 
bureau, as in the ease of the tax on 
automobile part«, Smoot said. 
He fig­ 
ured the tax would net about $10,- 
000,000 
Senator Simmons, ranking 
Demo­ 
crat on the finance committee, declar­ 
ed the m inority member« would pro­ 
pose changes in about a dozen provi­ 
sions of the bill outside of the income 
tax rate schedules.

One year 
ago Aurora’s mother went back to 
Italy and brought h( r to America. The

“Over in Italy we hear continually of 
one killed here and one killed there. 
This is the consequences of the war 
and must be expected, I guess. There 
Is one thing about America—you are 
cosmopolite. 
In Europe a mon Is Ger 
man, or Italian, or English, hut that 
Is narrow. 
In America, a man is all 
of these and yet he Is distinct—an 
American. 
“In America people have to work if 
they want to retuln self-respect and 
the respect of their friends. 
In Italy 
if a man loafs It Is not considered 
shameful, but, In America a man who 
does not work is looked down upon. 
Says Schools Are Best. 
‘‘But your wonderful schools are the 
best of all,” she said, enthusiastically, 
her face lighting up with a smile. 
“When I first arrived here I said to my 
mother, ‘Oh, why didn’t you let me 
come before?’ 
In Italy the schools are 
always 
needing 
something, 
but 
In 
America your schools are complete and 
large and comfortable. I don’t see how 
any one could want to skip school In 
America.’’ 
Meanwhile, this young student Is 
working slowly town rd her goal to be 
a teacher of languages 
Her parents 
arf' In sympathy and accord with her 
nims, and allow her to attend school 
Instead 
of 
working, 
hoping 
that 
through their encouragement and her 
own application she will cue day real­ 
ize her ambition.

For feed in a 
farm stock , except hogs, the hull usu 
ally is considered an advantage, rathei 
than a detriment, as it lightens the 
ration and increases its bulk .

During the lust fifty or sixty years, 
attractive 
advertisements 
have 
led 
farmers from time to time to try to 
grow naked or hull-less oats. 
The 
very fact that 
the naked 
oat 
I as 
gained no foothold in American ag 
rieulture after repeated attem pts to 
exploit it is sufficient proof of Its in­ 
ability to compete with the best com 
mon or hulled oa.s. 
Until a few years ago the variety 
commonly exploited was the Chin - 
Ilull-less, which is now found growl;. 
on sterile mountain sides at high a1 
tirades in northern and western Cl I . 
Recently, however, some new hybr d 
varieties 
have 
been 
developed 
bv 
crossing the Chinese Hull-less on tin 
common oat. 
Of these, the Liberty 
Hull-less, which was developed In Can 
uda, has attracted the most attention 
This new variety of naked oats has­ 
been grown on several of the field 
stations where the office of cereal in 
vestlgatlons, bureau of plant indu 
try, United States Departm ent of Au 
rieulture, Is conducting experiments 
with oats. 
At no station has the yield 
of the Liberty Hull-less compared fa 
vorably with that of the best common 
varieties. 
In addition to being inferior 
In yield it is very susceptible to sm uf. 
It is necessary to treat the seed evert* 
year in order to avoid almost complex 
loss by sm u t 
While there is a small demand for 
oat kernels without hulls for feeding 
squabs and youmr chickens, It appar­ 
ently will be better economy to buy 
ordinary oats from which the hulk 
have been removed than to try to grow 
hull-less or naked oats. 
For feeding 
farm stock, except hogs, the hull usu­ 
ally is considered an advantage, rather 
than a detriment, as It lightens the 
ration and increases its bulk. Not until 
high-yielding, smut-resistant and otb 
erwise better varieties of naked oat*- 
are developed, and available will It be 
possible to recommend this type of 
oat as a safe crop for the farm er t* 
grow.
